cuo of the driv ers on th« » II<» I« *na route, who 
had a drp« *rate lim<* in getting through tin* 
other day, and was laid up at Helena for a 
time, has returned here,' and tells how he 
managed to get his passengers out of the 
blizzard without loss. 
*Tn his busiest flav s,” he sav s, “J« >hn Fulli- 
v an nev er » lid the slugging in forty-eight» 
hours that 1 did. 
If it wasn’t for these tender 
fingers, which wero frozen a 1 it 11«*, J wouldn't 
l*e much afraid to tackle him myself. 
I Jind 
that 1 hav e wo* las] up a muscle that is some­ 
thing terrific, and all as a result of that trip, 
1<k). 
When wo set out for Helena f had on 
tftjard liv e men and one woman. 
One of the 
men was a discharged soldier, another wc.s ,i 
cowboy and the others were prospectors, 1 
guess. 
For awhile the weather wasn’t bad, 
but pretty soon it began to grow cold, and 
tho wind was so high that the flying snow 1 
m> 
rame almost blinding. 
ALL WENT T< l SLEEP. 
“After I had been driv ing along for a while 
I became conscious that the weather was g« *t- 
ting more and more sev ere. 
It was taking 
hold of me, and I know when weather began 
to shrink me up with all tho stuff I had on it 
might t>o going bard with tho crowd inside. 
So 1 concluded to get down and look in. 
Great Christopher, young man, ev ery one of 
them, except t he woman, was asleep, and she 
looked kind of drowsy. Well, you ought to 
hav e seen mo hunt them out of that. 
1 took 
one at a time, and, ns I whirled him around, 
I lifted him one under the ear and gav e him 
another one in the jaw. Pretty soon I had 
them all out in the snow, except the woman, 
and she was practically still'.

T H E ART OF 
“MAKING UP. ” 


H o w a n A**l«»i* H id es H is M u sta ch e a nd 
Cur!*—Va lue o f (« reuse 1 ’a in t. 
Dion Boucicault is a master of the art of 
“making up,” ami in half an hour can renew 
his youth in the « Iressing room. 
He does not 
uso a great « leal of paint, but he knows just 
where and how to put it on. Plenty of red 
ov er tho whole face, deepened on the «‘hecks, 
is the first requisite. Then the lines around 
the eyes are lightened and apparently filled 
up. A curly wig cov ers his head and his long 
hair is tucked up out of sight. 
Boucicault nev er shav es off his mustache, 
but nobody can detect any signs of hair on 
the upi>cr lip of Conn in the play. 
Some 
actors use what is « ailed a mustache mask, n 
thin piece of rubber or parchment that can 
l>e stuck upon the upper lip and cov ered. 
Boucicnult’s method is more artistic and re­ 
quires greater skill. 
Ho merely paints his 
mustache the color of his face and sticks it 
down flat upon his lip. 
The ends serv o to fill 
up the (loei>est parts of tho lines running from 
t he noso to the corners of tho mouth. That 
is all the artificiality of tho face, but the 
grease paint is applied with such accurate 
knowlege of the effects of the footlights that 
tho man's face is completely metamorphosed, 
and li<* s(» ems to hav e drank tho waters of the 
fountain of youth. 
But paint will not con­ 
ceal tho gout, and when that gets into Conn’s 
toe ho does not jump about liv ely. His legs 
look steady and plump in spite of nge and 
the rheumatism. 
There again is art displayed. 
Boucicault 
has a pair of stout wov en tights, lined with 
lamb’s wool, which he wears for the double 
pur post) of keeping his rheumatic l« » gs warm 
and making them ltx)k like an athlete's limbs. 
The latter effect is obtained by the distribu­ 
tion of the wool in v arying thicknesses, so as 
to fill up any natural deficiencies and giv e a 
well rounded appearance, and the lining is 
wov en in the fabrics so that it cannot Lie- 
come displaced.
